The Bible deals with the most 
heart-moving themes that ever 
entered the mind of man. It deals 
with the deepest woes of human 
misery and the highest heights of 
blessedness and ecstasy. It deals 
with eternities, not time alone. It 
centers not on food and drink and 
houses and jobs, but on sin and 
salvation, Heaven and Hell, ever- 
lasting joy or sorrow. 


The preacher of the Gospel has 
more wealth at his disposal than 
any other public speaker. No oth- 
er speaker could ever deal with 
such themes of joy and promised 
blessedness, such peace and eter- 
nal glory. And no other speaker 
deals with such themes as ought 
to move the human heart to sighs 
and tears. How terrible are the 
woes pictured in the Bible for 
the unredeemed, for Christ-reject- 
ing sinners! 


With deep moving of heart I 


have searched through the Bible 


for the saddest saying about sin- 
ners in all the sacred Scriptures. 
These Scriptures ought to move 
every Christian to tears and ear- 
nest effort to serve the Lord. They 
ought to move the sinner to godly 
fear and earnest, tearful repent- 
ance; ought to move the sinner 
to seek today the forgiving mercy

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of God which he has so long re- 
jected. 

These are solemn words, tragic 
words about sinners which we 
find in the holy Book of God. 


I. The Sinner Is Already 
Lost—John 3:36 


In John 3:36 we find these sad 
words about the state of uncon- 
verted sinners: 

‘, « - he that believeth not the 
Son shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him.” 

This Scripture says that the 
sinner is not going to be lost when 
he dies, not going to be lost after 
the judgment, but is lost now. He 
shall not see life, but the wrath 
of God is on him all the time. 

This same verse says that “he 
that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life.’ One who has 
trusted Christ is already saved, 
already has a new heart, a new 
life in Christ. Romans 5:11 says, 
“. « We have now received the 
atonement.” So those who have 
trusted in Christ for salvation 
and have been converted, born 
again, are already children of 
God, have .already received the 
atonement. John 5:24 says that 
the believer “is passed from death 


unto life.” But the ungegenerate 
sinner has the wrath of God abid- 
ing on him already. 


How does God feel about a sin- 
ner who has not trusted Christ? 
We know that God loves the 
whole world and gave His Son, 
the Lord Jesus Christ, to die for 
sinners. But along with this love 
for all men there is a growing, 


burning anger against all who re- 


ject Christ. Psalm 7:11 says, “God 
is angry with the wicked every 
day.” 

You see, then, that those who 
are not saved are lost. They are 
lost now. They are under the 
wrath of God. Romans 9:22 says, 
“What if God, willing to shew 
his wrath, and to make his power 
known, endured with much long- 
suffering the vessels of wraih fit- 
ted to destruction .. .’? Christ- 
rejecting sinners are undér God's 
wrath and He has already con- 
sented to their destruction be- 
cause they are “vessels fitted to 
destruction.” 

John 3:18 says, “He that be- 
lieveth on him is not condemned: 
but he that believeth not is con- 
demned already, because he hath 
not believed in the name of the

When they woke up the next 


morning, the children knew, Dur-

The soldiers came by 
and did not even notice the little 
house, because God had answered 
the mother’s prayer, and built a 
wall of snow around it.

Here is the story of a wonderful 
answer to prayer from the Old 
Testament. 


Good King Hezekiah 
II Kings 18-19; II Chronicles 
29 :—32 :23 


Of the twelve Israelite tribes, 
Only the tribe of Judah and the 
Levites were not carried into cap- 
tivity. When young Hezekiah be- 
came the king of Judah, the king- 
dom was very weak. For many 
years it had been ruled by men 
who did not serve the true God. 
These rulers had even closed up 
the temple of the Lord. 

Hezekiah wanted his people to 
worship the true God. He called 
for the priests and the Levites to 
come to Jerusalem and clean the 


temple. 

The Feast of the Passover. had 
not been held for many, many 
years. When God’s house was 


ready for worship, Hezekiah in- 


'vited everyone in the land of Ju- 


dah and Israel to come to the 
Feast of the Passover. 

Some of the people laughed 
when they received Hezekiah’s in- 
vitation. They had worshiped idols 
for so long that they did not want 
to go to Jerusalem to worship the 
true God. Still, many, many peo- 
ple from the land of Judah came 
gladly to the feast. Together they 
rejoiced in the Lord. 

King Hezekiah ordered that all 
the idols in his land be destroyed. 
Because the people even wor- 
shiped the brass serpent that Mo- 
ses had made in the wilderness, 
Hezekiah had it torn down and 
thrown into the fire. He tried to 
teach the people to do the right, 
and his country became stronger. 

Before Hezekiah came to the 
throne, the king of Assyria had 
gained power over Judah. Every 
year the people had to pay heavy 
taxes to him. Hezekiah did not 


‘want his people paying taxes to 


a heathen king, and’ so he refuséd 
to pay. He knew the king of As- 
syria would bring an.army. to~try 
‘to force .hint to pay. To get ready 
for the attack, Hezekiah built up 
the walls of Jerusalem until they 
were very strong. Then he gath- 
ered an army and prepared to 
fight. 

Even when Hezekiah had his 
men trained for battle, they were 
only a handful compared to the 
mighty Assyrian army. The ene- 
my marched into the land of Ju- 
dah and took one city after an- 
other. On toward Jerusalem they 
came, 

At last Hezekiah knew his sol- 
diers could not keep the Assyr- 
ians. away, but it was too late to 
do anything about it. Finally poor 
Hezekiah sent word to the king 
of Assyria that he would not fight 
any longer. 

When the king of Assyria got 
the message, he thought, “Now is 
my chance to ruin this little coun- 
try of Judah.” He demanded a 
heavier tax than ever before. 

Hezekiah did not know how 
they could ever get all the money 
the king of Assyria demanded. He 
took all the gold and silver that 
was in his palace. Added to this 
was all the gold and silver he 
could get from the people. Still 
it was not enough. Finally he even 
had to take the silver and gold 
from the temple of the Lord. 

Still the king of Assyria was 
not satisfied. He sent this mes- 
sage to Hezekiah: “I will destroy

What 
eould his little army do against 
the powerful Assyrians? Hezekiah 
took the king’s letter and went to 
the temple. He spread the letter 


before..the.altaf and prayed. He 
asked God to help him and his 


people out of their trouble. Then 
he sent several princes to the 
prophet Isaiah to find out God’s 
will. 

Isaiah answered, “The Lord 
says that the king of Assyria will 
not enter Jerusalem, nor will he 
even shoot an arrow against it. 
He will go back to his country 
the way he came. There he will 
be killed.” 

That night the Assyrian soldiers 
became so ill that many of them 
died. Among the dead were all the 
leaders of the army. In fear the 
king gathered his troops and hur- 
ried back to his own land. Never 
again did he return to fight 
against Hezekiah, for God had 
heard and answered Hezekiah’s 
prayers.

The Kaiser’s eldest son, Crown 
Prince Wilhelm, wrote from Hol- 
land, February 9, 1920, to King 
George V of Britain after World 
War I, offering himself as a-hos- 
tage to save the nine hundred 
Germans wanted as war crimi- 
nals. He sent a similar offer to 
Premier Francesco S. Nitti of 
Italy. This information has just 
been publicly disclosed in a vol- 
ume of hitherto secret documents 
covering the years 1919-1939, re- 
leased by the British Foreign Of- 
fice. 


The nine hundred German war 
prisoners were never tried. 

This brings to mind the far 
greater self-sacrifice of Heaven’s 
Crown Prince which was not 
merely an offer, but became a 
grim reality at Calvary. This sac- 
rifice was not for a mere nine 
hundred compatriots but for all 
earth’s inhabitants of all ages. 
The Bible tersely states it, “For 
God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life’ (John 3:16), and, “For when 
we were yet without strength, in 
due time Christ died for the un- 
godly.

is one of the most solemn, one of 
the saddest taught in the whole 
Bible. 


li. Why People Are Not 
Saved; They Love Darkness 
Because of Their Evil 

Deeds—John 3:19,20 


The moving complaint of the 
Lord Jesus against sinners, “Ye 
will not come to me, that ye 
might have life,” is sad. But an- 
other Scripture goes further and 
tells us why sinners do not come 
to Christ, why they do not want 
the light. Jesus in John 3:18 said, 
“He that believeth on him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because 


he hath not believed in the name 


of the only begotten Son of God.” 
One who has not trusted Christ 
is condemned already. Then the 
following verses take up this ter- 
rible condemnation that rests up- 
on sinners and tells why they de- 
serve no mercy, why they must 
be condemned. These verses show 
the awful moral guilt of Christ- 
rejecting sinners. Read these vers- 
es and see if they do not hold an- 
other of the saddest sayings: 


“And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, 
and men loved darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds 
were evil. For every one that do- 
eth evil hateth the light, neither 
cometh to the light, lest his deeds 
should be reproved.”’—John 3:19, 
20. 

Does some sinner protest that 
he wants to do right and that 
there is no moral guilt in delaying 
his salvation? Does some sinner 
pretend that there are good rea- 
sons, good motives back of his 
failure to trust Christ as Saviour? 
Do not believe it! There is never 
a good reason for doing wrong. 
And in this case the dear Lord 
Jesus Himself opens the door of 
the human heart and lets us look 
within. Light has come into the 
world, He said; Jesus Himself is 
the light of the world. But men 
love darkness rather than light 
because their deeds are evil. Those 
who do evil hate the light, that is, 
they hate Christ who is the Light, 
and they will not come to Him 
because their deeds are evil! They 
love their sins. They will not 
come to Christ lest their sins 
should be reproved. 

Unsaved men do not always 
know why they reject Christ. You 
see, “The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately wick- 
ed: who can know it?” (Jer. 17: 
9). No man realizes how wicked 
he is unless the wickedness of his 
heart be revealed by the Holy 
Spirit of God. But whether sin- 
ners know it or not, that is one 
ghastly and tragic reason why ev- 
ery Christ-rejecting sinner goes on 
without Christ and salvation. He 
will not come to Christ because 
he loves his sin. He does not want 
his sin reproved. So he hates 


. Congressman Charges Liquor 
Advertising Doesn’t Tell Truth 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— The 
Congressional Record of May 13 
carries a radio address of Con- 
gressman Eugene Siler of Ken- 
tucky. The Congressman is the 
author of HR 4835, having to do 
with alcohol advertising. The 
Congressman said that “it is a 
rather tragic and ironic situation 
when the great majority of citi- 
zens and homeowners in some 
areas of the country—for instance, 
in my own home county down in 
southeastern Kentucky—have vot- 
ed themselves entirely dry and 
wish always to keep their areas 
and their homes dry like hickory 
chips, yet have to encounter al- 
coholic advertising wet like the 
Atlantic Ocean in. their’ very 
homes and their family hearth- 
stones, morning, noon, and night 
and at most of the periods in be- 
tween. 


“A great many people all over 
America are interested in this 
subject. Several hundred persons 
have written or informed me of 
their support of. this bill and I 
am sure that thousands of others 
would have so informed me ex- 
cept for the fact that it is gen- 
erally known and very well pub- 
lacized that I am for this bill with 
my whole heart and soul, and, 
therefore, it is adequately real- 
ized that it would be a pointless 
gesture to write me in support 
of my own legislative proposal, 
namely H R 4835. All of these 
good people well understand that 
only through enactment of my 
bill can their home towns and 
home counties and their places

Christ, the Light, and chooses the 
darkness of unbelief. Thus a man 
chooses to have his mind. clouded, 
chooses to go toward agnosticism 
or atheism rather than come to 
Christ and have his sins forgiven 
and taken away from him. 

These words of Jesus prove the 
moral guilt of unbelief. 

One may say that he does not 
come to Christ because he cannot 
give up some enslaving habit, 
some binding sin. But Christ did 
not say one should wait until -he 
conquered habit or until he made 
his own heart white. Thank God, 
Jesus Christ will accept the vilest 
sinner, the sinner who knows that 
he cannot reform himself, cannot 
break himself loose from the 
chains of habitual sin. No sinner 
need wait for victory over drink 
or lust or dope or over the power 
of sin in any other form before 
he comes to Jesus. Jesus Christ 
can take the sinner just as he is 
and do for him all that he needs 
to have done, including not only 
forgiveness but cleansing. Christ 
can save not only from the penal- 
ty of sin but from the power of 
sin. But He cannot save the sinner 
against his. will. He cannot make 
a drunkard sober unless’ the 
drunkard wants to be sober. He 
cannot make the harlot pure un- 
less the harlot longs to be pure. 
He cannot make the infidel into 
a believer unless the infidel wants 
to be a believer. The choice must 
rest with the sinner. As long as 
a man loves his sin, holds on to 
his sin and hates the light that 
would expose it, he will not come 
to Christ and Christ will not save 
him. 

Last night I heard a successful 
businessman, greatly respected in 
a wide circle of prominent friends, 
tell how he came to Christ after 
forty-seven years in sin. He told 
how he said to God, “I am not 
coming signing any pledge to quit 
drink. I have signed them before 
and that didn’t work. I am not 
coming to You promising You 
that I will never swear again. I 
have tried again and again to con- 
quer that habit and failed. Lord 
Jesus, I believe that You died for 
my sins and I want You to do for 
all my habits and sins what I 
cannot do for myself.” He trusted 
Christ and since then has been 
used to win hundreds of souls one 
by one. There was a glad joy in 
his voice as he said publicly last 
night, ‘““And since that time I have 
never taken a drink and have nev- 
er sworn an oath!” 

Christ will take a sinner who is 
covered with sin and save him, 
but the sinner must be. willing 
for Christ to take away the sins 
and rebuke them and = reprove 
them. 

By the testimony of the man 
quoted above I do not mean to in- 
dicate that. God always instantly 
takes away a habit without effort.

Christian character produced and 
developed through Christian 
homes. 

J. Edgar. Hoover, director of 
this country’s Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, startled this nation 
by reporting that 1942 records 
showed “a 55 per cent increase in 
arrests of girls under 21 years, 
in 1942, as compared with 1931. 
Arrests of girls for drunkenness 
increased 40 per cent; for disor- 
derly conduct, nearly 70 per cent; 
for prostitution and commercial- 
ized vice, 64 per cent; for other 
sex offenses, 104 per cent; and 
for vagrancy (which often veils a 
more serious offense), 124 per 
cent. The increases were great- 
est among girls 15, 16, 17, 18, and 
19. But even among girls under 
15 years of age, there was an in- 
crease of more than 49 per cent.” 


Statistics concerning boys re- 
veal similar conditions, When sub- 
mitting this startling report, he 
warned that though this country 
wins the war it was-.then engaged 
in, it nevertheless would be lost 
if there was not a return to the 
Bible in the homes comprising our 
nation. He expressed conviction 
that the sad conditions reported 
were caused chiefly by a wrong 
philosophy of life taught in our 
schools and the neglect of the Bi- 
ble in our homes. These danger- 
ous conditions have increased 
yearly since 1942. His warning is 
more needed today. Society should 
always face the fact that. young 
people are what they are because 
older people have been what they 
have been. 

The home described in Chapter 
One of Luke gave to mankind 
John the Baptist, the forerunner 
of Jesus Christ. It offers much 
needed truth for present-day fam- 
ily life. The parents practiced per- 
sistent and prevailing prayer. 
They rejoiced in sacrificial serv- 
ice unto God. They maintained 
public and family worship. They 
were separated from worltdliness 
through being separated unto God. 
Homes that honor God through 
Saying grace at meals, having 
daily family prayer and Bible 
reading, that make Christ the 
center, head, and glory of the 
home, are at all times the chief 
national safe-guard. Such homes 
are used of God. 

One testified how he left his 
godly home because of his sin but 
how he could not get away from 
its influence. He received Christ 
as Saviour, became a noted 
preacher and established a well- 
known present-day Bible school. 

Harry Munro, who for many 
years superintended the God- 
blessed Pacific Garden Mission in 
Chicago, stated publicly that ev- 
ery person he knew who professed 
to receive Christ over a period of 
thirty-five years in the mission 
and whose life evidenced genuine 
salvation, had either a praying 
mother or father, or both. A well- 
known judge in New York stated 
that of 2,700 delinquent youths 
that passed through his court, not 
one was a Sunday School pupil. 

John the Baptist’s parents saw 
wondrous opportunity to serve 
God through rearing children. 
They prayed definitely for a child. 
When God answered prayer, they, 
like. Hannah of Old Testament 
days, dedicated it to God before 
its birth. Like begets like, the 
child reared in this godly home 
atmosphere followed his parents’ 
exemplary spiritual life. Scripture 
states that God filled him with 
His Spirit from his mother’s 
womb. He became a_ powerful, 
fruitful, and public witness for 
Christ, motivated by one passion 
and that to exalt God and Jesus 
Christ.

11:11), These parents 
demonstrated the truth of the Bi- 
ble promise, ‘Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
a and thy house” (Acts 16:

The infant Moses was found 
by an Egyptian princess floating 
in a basket among the bulrushes 
of the River Nile. Though reared 
in pagan environment, educated 
in Egypt's philosophy, and sur- 
rounded by its wealth,. he over- 
came the handicaps of his train- 
ing and was used to deliver mil- 
lions from Egyptian darkness and 
bondage. Egyptian world power 
was defeated, and world history 
changed because of the _ biblical 
training received under his moth- 
er, Jochebed., 


The Bible records Lot’s loss of 
everything precious, including his 
wife and most of his children, 
in Heaven's fiery judgment upon 
Sodom. The two daughters who 
escaped experienced catastrophe 
worse than death. The account 
warns as to the results of spjrit- 
ual carelessness and looseness in 
rearing a family and home con- 
duct. Seripture also records that 
Abraham was enlightened, pro- 
tected, and delivered from such 
judgment as Sodom and Gomor- 
rah experienced because he hon- 
ored God in home life through 
teaching his ehildren Bible truth. 

The parents of John the Bap- 
tist performed a_ constructive 
worldwide work for mankind and 
God through their home life and 
their child. Christian parents 
Should ever remember the won- 
drous eternal possibilities for 
Christ that Christian homes and 
families offer. Such homes con- 
stitute this country’s most need- 
ed bulwark at all times, especial- 
ly in present days. They are pos- 
sible only as Jesus Christ is re- 
ceived as Saviour and honored as 
Lord by permitting Him to con- 
trol the home and live His new 
spiritual life through those trust- 
ing Him as Saviour. These homes 
are maintained in the measure 
that biblical home standards are 
practiced. 


Carlyle testified that the strong- 
est spiritual influence of his youth 
was his mother’s praying. He 
wrote, “The highest whom I know 
on earth, I saw bowed down to 
a higher in Heaven,’ and _ that 
such reached the very core of his 
being. 

A humble Scottish home gave 
John G. Paton to mankind. After 
England warned that no person, 
including soldiers or __ sailors, 
should risk landing on the New 
Hebrides islands, he ° brought 
blessing to mankind and the Chris- 
tians worldwide by his ministry 
among the cannibal inhabitants of 
those islands. He told of how he 
often crouched outside his fa- 
ther’s bedroom door to hear him 
pray. He wrote, “For sixty years 
my father kept the practice of 
family prayer. None’of us can re- 
member any day that. passed 
without it. No hurry for business 
or money, no arrival of friends or 
guests, no trouble or sorrow, no 
joy or excitement ever prevented 
us from kneeling around the fam- 
ily altar while our high priest of- 
fered himself and his children to 
God.” 


In England a Gospel tract lay 
upon the table of a home blessed 
with godly parentage. A lad read 
it, accepted Christ as Saviour. He 
founded the greatest missionary 
work of recent centuries, the Chi- 
na Inland Mission. Its hospitals, 
schools, works, churches, and 
Christian homes mount into thou- 
sands, while hundreds of thou- 
sands of Chinese lives have been 
transformed. Surely this home 
was.a mighty bulwark for society, 
the nation, and world. 

A burglar in an adjacent state 
married a woman alcoholic; they 
had nine children. One recorded 
the thieves, prostitutes, idiots, and 
murderers through the families of 
their children, grandchildren, and 
great grandchildren, At that time 
there were 74 defectives in so- 
ciety. The taxpayers have paid 
large sums of money because of 
them.

Sometimes He means for men to 
struggle and watch and pray and 
so have victory. But’ I do mean 
to say that it is not the fact of 
an enslaving habit or sin that 
keeps a man away from Christ. It 
is the wicked will of the sinner 
which makes him hold on to his 
sin and turn from. the light and 
choose the darkness which makes 
it so God cannot save. 

God can save the drunkard, the 
murderer, the whoremonger, the 
atheist instantly if in his heart he 
hates\ his sins and turns to Christ, 
the Light. But God cannot save 
the purest woman who ever lived 
or the most innocent child until 
each chooses to come to Christ. 
How foolish are the ultradispensa- 
tionalists who teach that repent- 
ance was necessary for Jews but 
not for Gentiles, was fitting in 
the preaching of John the Baptist 
but not proper today! Such foolish 
talk springs from an utter mis- 
understanding of the unregener- 
ate heart and of the Bible. Ev- 
eryone who is ever to be saved 
must face this innate love for sin 
and darkness, this natural anti- 
pathy to Christ and the light of 
the Gospel. And preachers every- 
where should expose sin as the 
hateful wicked thing it is and 
urge men to repent, as did John 
the Baptist and Jesus and Paul, 
as well as Old Testament proph- 
ets. 


What a sad fact is revealed in 
these words of Jesus that “this is 
the condemnation, that light is 
come into the world, and men 
loved darkness rather than light, 
because their deeds were evil. For 
every one that doeth evil hateth 
the light, neither cometh to the 
light, lest his deeds should be re- 
proved.” Oh, surely if any sin- 
ner wants to do right he will turn 


for Sinners 


to Christ at once for mercy! 
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Ill, Such Love and Compas- 
sion Rejected—Matt. 
23:37, 38 

We have already used two sad 
verses that talk about the tragedy 
of sinners who will not come to 
Christ. In John 5:40 Jesus said, 
“Ye will not come to me, that ye 
might have life.” In John 3:20 
Jesus said, “For every one that 
doeth evil hateth the light, neith- 
er cometh to the light, lest his 
deeds should be reproved.’ Now 


we have another sad saying of 
Jesus lamenting that sinners 
would not come unto Him. In 


Matthew 23:37 we hear the sad 
words of Jesus weeping over Je- 
rusalem: 


“O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou 
that killest the prophets, and 
stonest them which are sent un- 
to thee, how often would I have 
gathered -thy children together, 
even as a@ hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings, and ye 
would not!’ 


Can you imagine the scene? 
It was only two days before the 
Feast of the Passover when Je- 
sus would be crucified. He had 
spent many of the days of His 
ministry in Jerusalem, the Holy 
City. How He loved this city of 
David, the city of the kings, the 
city of the prophets, the city of 
the temple worship! Again and 
again He had tried to win the 
people to love and trust Him. He 
knew all the prophets whom they 
had murdered, all the preachers 
whom they had stoned, yet He 
loved them, wanted them saved. 


Consider __ this tenderhearted 
Saviour weeping over the city 
that will murder Him in two 


days! And consider why is it that 
men hate such a good Saviour. 
Did the Jews find Jesus austere 
and unapproachable? No, He said, 
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the devils and sent the lad home, 


_stepped-up missionary 


“T am meek and lowly in heart: 
and ye shall find rest unto your 
souls” (Matt. 11:29). The. har- 
lot woman stooped to weep over 
His feet until her tears washed 
away the dust and then she dried 
them with the hair of her head 
without rebuke. Austere? Unap- 
proachable?. No, He cast seven 
devils out of Mary Magdalene the 
outeast; He took little children in 
His arms and blessed them; He 
took part in wedding feasts and 
Pharisees’ suppers; He wept with 
Mary and Martha at the grave of 
Lazarus. No sinner ever has a 
right to say that Jesus is unap- 
proachable, that He cares only for 
the rich, that He cannot be found 
by any humble heart that seeks 
Him. 


Are, then, the demands of Je- 
sus so difficult to fulfil? Is He 
a hard master? Does He take 
away all pleasure and leave life 
bittér? No, He so well said, “My 
yoke is easy, and my burden is 
light.” What glad freedom every 
Sinner has found when set free 
from Satan’s bondage by trusting 
the Saviour! I have been a Chris- 
tian now since I was nine years 
old, forty-eight years ago, and a 
preacher of the Gospel for thirty 
years. If I had a dozen sons, I 
would want each one to be a 
preacher. Three of my daughters 
have married preachers and I 
shall be deeply disappointed if any 
of the other three marries less 
than an anointed servant of God. 
Oh, no! Jesus is not a hard mas- 
ter. His way is not bitter, His 
yoke is not heavy and hard. 

What is there wrong with Jesus 
that sinners will not have Him? 
Is He harsh and unforgiving? No, 
He received the traitor’s kiss of 
Judas on His cheek and called him 
“friend’! On the cross He prayed 
for those who killed Him, “Fath- 
er, forgive them, for they know 
not what they do.” And sinners 
who have rejected Him forty or 
fifty years often still find this 
pleading small voice of the Holy 
Spirit speaking to their hearts. 
Jesus loves them and seeks them 
still. 


Does Jesus offer enslavement? 
Is that why sinners reject Him? 
No, He cast out the legion of 
devils from the maniac of Gadara 
and set him free, clothed and in 
his right -mind! When a father 
brought his son, often cast into 
the fire by devils, Jesus cast out 


Well and sound, with his happy 
father. And the businessman who 
served Satan forty-seven years 
and now for ten happy years has 
been going about telling what 
wonderful things God has done 
for him, tells me that often as he 
travels over the country he passes 
a place where once he drank and 
swore with wicked men and his 
heart wells up in gratitude that 
he is no longer a slave and that 
he will never be driven to do 
those things any more. 

Does Jesus ask ycu to give Him 
too much? No, He wants to give 
you instead life and peace and joy 
and a home in Heaven. I think I 
know as many as twenty people 
who found life so barren that they 
planned suicide, but at the last 
moment let Jesus Christ come in 
to make them happy.-and free. 

Every sinner who reads this 
should remember that it is a 
weeping Saviour whom he rejects, 
a Saviour weeping over the sin- 
ner’s lost soul. It is a compas- 
sionate Saviour whom you reject. 
How many times He would have 
drawn you to His heart! He knows 
that you are of a race of sinners. 
He knows every secret of your 
vile heart. Yet He loves you and 
died for you. 

Surely it is one of the saddest 
sayings in the Bible that the peo- 
ple over whom Christ yearns and 
broods, the people He would so of- 
ten have hugged to His bosom in 
forgiveness and peace, would not 
come, Jesus said, “How often I 
would ... and ye would not!” 

The same teaching is given in 
Revelation 3:20 where Jesus said, 
“Behold, I stand at the door, and 
knock: if any man hear my voice, 
and open the door, I will come 
in to him, and will sup with him, 
and he with me.” Christ stands at 
the door and knocks, but you ig- 
nore Him and go to Hell. Christ 
stands at the door and knocks and 
pleads, but you bar the door and 
continue in a sin that damns you. 
How sad it is that Christ says, 
“How often I would... and ye 
would not!” 


But You Can! 


To millions of sinners Christ 
says sadly, “You would not.” 
Christ has called and ' you have 
refused. You would not eome to 
Christ. But you can! Thank God, 
you can turn to Christ and be 
saved today, this hour, this mo- 


ment! How may you be saved? 


By repentance and faith in Jesus’ 
Christ as Saviour. And that sim- 
ply means that you acknowledge 
you are a sinner, and turn your 
heart from your sin, and depend 
on Jesus Christ to save you, You 
cannot save yourself. You cannot 
make. yourself good. But you can 
want to be saved. You can be will- 
ing to be saved. You.can come to. 
Christ for salvation. And that is 
repentance and faith. The moment 
you admit yourself a sinner and 
turn to Jesus for forgiveness and 
salvation, trusting Him to save, 
that moment He will forgive and 
save you, will give you a new 
heart, will make you a child of 
God, will write your name down 
in the heavenly records as .a born- 
again Christian. , 

“For God so loved -the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life” (John 3:16). God 
loves you, Jesus died for you. The 
moment you depend upon Him, 
rely upon Him, commit your soul 
into His hands, in penitent faith 
that moment your sins are for- 
given, your soul saved. Will you 
do it?

it was of this meeting He was 
thinking before the morning stars 
sang together. 


Commanded to Watch for 
Christ’s Coming 


We are not told when Jesus will 
come, but we are told that His 
coming is sure, and we = are 
charged to watch for it. Yet the 
church today shows as little con- 
cern about His coming again as 
His disciples did about His going 
away. All of this is fully in ac- 
cord with Peter: “There shall 
come in the last days scoffers 
walking after their own lusts, 
saying, Where_is the promise of 
his coming, for since the fathers 
fell asleep all things continue as 
they were from the beginning un- 
til now?” (II Peter 3:3, 4). 

Jesus not only foretold His go- 
ing away, but charged His fol- 
lowers to expect His return, and 
be ready for it: “‘Watch therefore, 


to travel on a train where the 
engineer would never read his or- 
ders? Who would ride on a ship 
Where the captain never looked 
at the compass? You may call it 
rubbish, but the disciples called it 
the “blessed hope.” “Why call ye 
me Lord, Lord and do not the 
things I say?” 

If Jesus had said, “I will not 
return for two thousand years,” 
nobody would have begun to look 
for Him before the time was near, 
but He expects His followers to 
be always looking for His return. 
Just as Simeon and Anna watched 
and waited for His first coming, 
so we should be watching and 
waiting for His return, It is not 
enough to say, “Oh, I’m a Chris- 
tian; I’m all right.” We are not 
all right unless we obey the com- 
mand to watch, for it is certainly 
as much of a command to look 
for the coming of the Lord as it 
is to keep the Sabbath holy. 
Nothing else will do so much to 
keep us right where we should 
be in our religious experience. 
Knowing that the bank examiner 
may drop in at any moment keeps 
many a cashier from becoming 
dishonest. 

A little more than twenty years 
ago Mr. Moody called a conven- 
tion of Christian workers to meet 
in Chicago, and that convention 
was in session there in Moody’s 
Church for two months, and out 
of it came the great Bible Insti- 
tute. The daily program was to 
spend the forenoon at the church 
in prayer and Bible study, and 
the afternoon and evening in do- 
ing practical Christian work. A 
man who was my assistant some 
years ago attended that conven- 
tion. He told me that one day 
Mr. Moody asked him to go down 
among the anarchists, in the hard 
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for ye know not what hour your 
Lord doth come. Therefore, be ye 
also ready, for in such an hour 
as ye think not the Son of Man 
cometh” (Matt. 24:42-44). 


Every time we lift the com- 
munion cup to our lips we “do 
show forth the Lord’s death till 
he come.” There is no prophecy 
needing to be _ fulfilled before 
Christ comes, Jesus ‘said: ‘This 
gospel of the kingdom ‘shall be 
preached in all the world for a 
witness unto all nations; then 
shall the end come”. (Matt. 24: 
14), There is not-a nation on the 
face of the earth that has not had 
the Gospel preached within its 
bounds. 

The second coming of Christ is 
the emphatic doctrine of the New 
Testament. It is mentioned and 
referred to more than three hun- 
dred and fifty times, and yet the 
majority of church members nev- 
er heard a sermon on the subject; 
that is the reason they think so 
little of looking into the matter 
themselves. The church makes 
much of baptism, but in all of 
Paul’s epistles baptism is. only 
mentioned or referred to thirteen 
times, 
Lord is mentioned fifty times. 
This certainly shows which he 
considered the most important. 

McCheyne, the great Scotch 
preacher, once said to some of 
his friends: “Do you think Christ 
will come back tonight?” One aft- 
er another they said, “I think 
not”; then he solemnly repeated: 
“Watch, therefore, for ye know 
not what hour your Lord doth 
come. Therefore, be ye also ready, 
for in such an hour as ye think 
not the Son of Man cometh” 
(Matt. 22:42-44) _ 

With such admonitions as this, 
What right have we to be uncon- 
cerned about it and say, as many 
preachers do, “It is nothing to 
me; I take no interest in the sub- 
ject whatever’? Who would care

ing there. “Do the best you can,” 
said Mr. Moody, ‘and some night 
I'll come down and help you.” My 
friend said that promise was a 
continual incentive to him to keep 
up his courage and do his very 
best.

Moody would come, and so he 
looked for him every night, and 
the harder time he had, the hard- 
er he hoped and looked. This 
shows how the constant expecta- 
tion of the coming of Jesus will 
inspire and encourage us, 


No Millennium of Peace and 
Righteousness Till Jesus 
Comes 

A great many say, “I believe 
the millennium will come first, 
then Christ will come at the end 
of it.” What people think has 
nothing to do with it, but what 
God says has everything to do 
with it. Many have missed rail- 
road trains because they believed 
they would come at a time that 
did not correspond with the of- 
ficial time card. You will see 
God’s time ecard if you carefully 
read the Bible. Not a word can be 
found in the Bible that gives the 
slightest hope for the millennium 
before the return of Christ; but 
you can find plenty of verses 
that tell you to look for the com- 
ing of the Lord first. 


As we look back over the two 
thousand years since Christ, how 
far we seem to be away from the 
time when the will of God shall 
be done on earth as it is in Heav- 
en. Every edition of the press 
seems to make it clear that the 
Devil is still having his way. 

Look at the reign of wickedness 
in our great cities in both high 
life and low. No college has ever 
yet made a saint, or ever will. 
Education may improve condi- 
tions, but it can never change 
or cleanse the heart, 


Look at the lukewarmness and 
indifference in the churches ev- 
erywhere, and see what many of 
them are compelled to resort to in 
order to keep from going under. 


See to what schemes and dodges | 


and foolishness some ‘preachers 
have to resort to to get anybody 
to go and hear them. 


There can be no millennium 
until Jesus comes; it is His pres- 
ence that makes the millennium. 
You might as well talk of day- 
light not coming until the sun 
goes down, The millennium can- 
not begin until Satan has been 
bound in the pit. Nothing is more 
certain than that the glory of 
God shall cover the earth, but 
it will be after Jesus comes. 


Many have an idea the world 
will grow better and better until 
the coming of the millennium, and 
everybody will be converted, and 
you hear that stuff preached, but 
the Bible does not teach any 
such trash. 


On the day before the flood 
there were no doubt many people 
who were. sincere in thinking that 
the world was growing better, and 


| yet it was so hopelessly wicked 


that God had to destroy it. Some 
of the men who married into the 
family of Lot may have made the 
same claim for Sodom, only a day 
or two before its destruction; no 
doubt Lot’s wife was of the same 
opinion. On the.day before the 
crucifixion there were men in Je- 
rusalem who undoubtedly agreed 
with each other that the world 
was growing better. The world 
will grow worse and worse. They 
did eat, they drank, they married 
Wives, they were given in mar- 
riage until the day that Noah en- 
tered the ark and the flood came 
and destroyed them all. Likewise 
also as it was in the days of Lot; 
they did eat, they drank, they 
bought, they sold, they planted, 
they builded. But the same day 
that Lot went out of Sodom it 
rained fire and brimstone from 
Heaven and destroyed them all. 
Even thus’ shall it be on the day 
when the Son of Man is revealed 
(Luke  17:27-30). Lawlessness, 
vice and crime will increase; com- 
munism, nihilism, anarchy, adul- 
tery, divorce, graft—all will con- 
tinue to grow until they will final- 
ly ripen into the anti-Christ. 

Many think and preach that 
the millennium will be brought 
about by the increase of knowl- 
edge, culture, great discoveries, 
such as the gasoline engine, auto- 
mobile, electricity, radium, liqui- 
fied air, wireless telegraphy, air- 
ships, etc. These have nothing to 
do with bringing the millennium. 
It is the personal reign of Christ 
that brings the millennium. Those 
who. have been the greatest bless- 
ing to the world were filled with 
this hope—and preached it. 


Human Tradition Spiritualizes 
and Explains Away the 
Scriptures 


The word of God was vitiated 
and neutralized by the traditions 
of men when Jesus first came, 
and that is very largely the trou- 
ble in present times. Instead of 
going to the Bible to find out 
what God says, the preacher is 
too apt to go to his books, to see 
what the great men of his church 
have to say about it, and all their 
preaching and teaching takes its 
color from the glasses the rabbis 
wear, just as was the case in the 
time of Jesus. 


The fact that Jesus was not 
recognized by the high-up author- 
ities, but was rejected and cruci- 
fied as an imposter, shows what 
a dangerous and deadly thing it is 
to accept the traditions of men 
rather than what God says about 
things. Too many who are now 
masters in Israel are as much in 
the dark as Nicodemus was. The 
truth is no harder to get at than 
corn on the cob, if we will first 
strip off the husk and shell it. 
We need to depend more upon the 


Holy Spirit and less upon our 


libraries if we would preach so 
that those who hear us will also 
hear the voice of God in our mes- 
sage. 

It is not what Doctor This or 
Professor That has to say about 
it that settles the question, and 
settles it right, but how reads 
the Word? What does the Bible 
say about it? And what we need 
to do is to take the Bible as it 
reads, not as some big man says 
it means. Big men have been mis- 
taken about vital things just as 
often as little ones. The safest 
pilot is not the one who wears the 


| thus reasoned: 


biggest hat, but the one who 
knows the channel the best. We 
should let the Bible speak to us 
just as God means it should, 
without distorting it by the 
prejudices and vagaries of those 
who are always trying to put 
their own camel into it and strain 
out somebody else’s gnat. 


It is high time for Christians 
to interpret unfulfilled prophecies 
by the light of prophecies already 
fulfilled. The curses on the Jews 
were brought to pass literally; so 
also will be the blessings. The 
scattering was literal; so also will 
be the gathering. The pulling 
down of Zion was literal; so also 
must be the building up. The re- 
jection of Israel was literal; and 
so also must be the restoration. 
The first coming of Christ was 
literal, visible and personal, and 
what right has anybody to con- 
clude that His second coming will 
be altowxether spiritual? If His 
first advent was with a real body, 
why not the same with His sec- 
ond coming? 

When Jesus first came, the 
smallest predictions were fulfilled 
to the very letter; and should this 
not teach us to expect that the 
same will be true when He comes 
again? There are very many more 
prophecies concerning His second 
coming than His first, and does 
this mean that God wants to give 
us the most favorable opportunity 
possible to prepare for it? If the 
humility and shame of Christ at 
His first coming was literal and 
visible, should not His coming in 
power and glory be also literal 
and visible? 

What right have we 
the words Judah, Zion, Israel and 
Jerusalem ever mean anything 
but literal Judah, Zion, Israel and 
Jerusalem? Some one has called 
attention to the fact that there 
are only two or three places in 
the whole New Testament where 
such names are used in what may 
be called a spiritual or figurative 
way. Jerusalem occurs eighty 
times, and in every case is un- 
questionably literal, except when 
the opposite is clearly indicated 
by such qualifying terms as 
“heavenly,” “new,” or “holy.” 
Jew occurs -a hundred times, and 
only four are even ambiguous, Is- 
rael and Israelite occur forty 
times, and all literal. Judah and 
Judea about twenty times, and 
literal in every case. 

John Bunyan was once study- 
ing the passages foretelling that 
the feet of the Lord should stand 
on the Mount of Olives, and he 
“Some commen- 
tators say that the Mount of 
Olives means the heart of the be- 
liever; that it is only a figurative 


to say that 


expression, and means that the 
Lord will reign in the heart of 
the believer, and the Holy Spirit 
will dwell there. But I don’t think 
it means that at all. I just think 
it means the Mount of Olives, 
two miles from Jerusalem, on the 
east.” And that is why the Lord 
could use the poor tinker so mar- 
velqusly, even when he was shut 
up in Bedford jail. 

While face to face with them, 
Jesus taught His disciples to be 
in constant expectation of His 
early return, and they so under- 
stood Him and lived accordingly. 
They preached the doctrine and 
taught it in their epistles, every 
one of them. Certainly, if anybody 
ever understood the Lord cor- 
rectly, it was the men whom He 
personally trained to do that very 
thing, that they might hand the 
truth He gave them down to us. 
If they failed to understand Him, 
what hope is there that anybody 
else may do so? 


Christ Waits the Completion 
of His Mystical Body 
Before He Comes 


Jesus is going to come and re- 
veal Himself to the members of 
His body at the very moment 
when the last soul is saved neces- 
sary to complete that body—for 
the body of Christ must consist 
of a certain number of souls, or it 
never could be completed. If it 
were an infinite number it would 
be an endless task, and Jesus 
would never return, for He can 
no more come without His heav- 
enly body than He could come 
the first time without a human 
body. It is the completion of the 
body of Christ, therefore, that 
will bring Him, and this shows 
how we may help and hasten His 
coming. “Looking for and hasting 
unto the coming of the day of 
God wherein the heavens being 
on fire shall be dissolved and the 
elements shall meit with fervent 
heat”. (II Pet,. 3:12). 

Every time we do_ personal 
work or try to get anybody saved, 
we may be doing something that 
will bring the coming of the Lord. 
Instead of being discouraged by 
looking about us and seeing what 
a small prospect there is of the 
whole world being converted, it 
will set our bones on fire to think

that perhaps the last man needed 
to complete the Lord’s body and 
bring Jesus back to earth may be 
converted this very day. That 
gives .us something definite and 
tangible to work for, and hope 
for, don’t you see? 

Colonel Clark, the founder of 
the Pacific Garden Mission, in 
Chicago, put in six nights out of 
every seven at the mission as long 
as he lived. One day somebody 
said to him: “Colonel, why don’t 
you take some rest? You are 
killing yourself by sticking to 
that mission so close. Why don’t 
you take a vacation and go away 
somewhere and rest?” 

“T can‘t do it, brother,” an- 
swered the Colonel. “I could never 
do that, for every time I start 
for the mission I think, Maybe 
that last man may be saved in our 
little meeting tonight, and the 
Lord will come; and I wouldn't 
miss being at my post for any- 
thing in the world. When Jesus 
comes I want to be right where 
He expects me to be.” 

The Bible Very clearly makes 
known the great truth that God’s 
purpose for this dispensation is 
the completing of the body of 
Christ. He is not trying to save 
the world now: that is to be the 
work of the next dispensation. 
Here is the Scripture for it: 

“God at the first did: visit the 
Gentiles, to take out of them a 
people for his name. |The body of 
Christ]. And to this agree the 
words of the prophets; as it is 
written, After this I will return, 
and will build again the taber- 
nacle of David [the Jewish na- 
tion| which is fallen down |{scat- 
tered and no longer being used]; 
and I will build again the ruins 
thereof, and I will set it up; 
that the residue of men might 
seek after the Lord” [Through 
their missionary efforts |—Acts 
15 :14-17., 


That is the present dispensa- 
tion, and that is what God is do- 
ing now. There is nothing said 
here about the conversion of the 
world, but it is made clear that a 
people is being chosen, and much 
Seripture might be quoted to 
show that the people so referred 
to, will constitute the body of 
Christ. Throughout this dispensa- 
tion the Lord has been working 
among the Gentiles (those not 
belonging to the Jewish nation), 
and the above shows the purpose 
for which He has been working. 
There is’ no thought expressed 
there of the millennium. 

“And to this agree the words of 
the prophets [about God’s pur- 
pose in gathering a chosen people 
from the Gentiles!. As it is writ- 
ten {and that means what God 
says|, After this [after the num- 
ber of people to be chosen from 
the Gentiles has been fully com- 
pleted! I will return [to direct 
dealing with Israel! and build 
again the tabernacle of David 
which is fallen down.”’—<Acts 15: 
15, 16. 

“Fallen down.” What does that 
mean? What does it mean for a 
house to be fallen down? Certain- 
ly that it cannot longer be used 
as a house while in that condi- 
tion. Read the prophecy of Amos, 
from which this is taken, and see 
why it is that God is through 
with Israel until He has taken 
from the Gentiles the people for 
His name. (To bear His name, to 
glorify His name.) 

The mission of the church—the 
bride of Christ, or body of Christ 
—is to get ready to meet the 
Bridegrcom. When the body of 
Christ is completed, He will re- 
veal Himself to the members who 
are alive and in this world at 
that time, and at the same mo- 
ment they will be caught up to 
meet those who have gone on be- 
fore in the air, and from that 
moment they are forever with the 
Lord. 

_ There remains no prophecy to 
be fulfilled. There is not a nation 
where the Gospel has not been 
preached. So Christ must be wait- 
ing for the completion of the body 
of believers. When the rapture 
comes it will come in the twink- 
ling of an eye. Those who have 
died in the Lord will be resur-, 


ers who are alive, will be caught 


up to meet the Lord in the air.

When the rapture comes it will

now. After Jesus comes and takes 
the believers out of the world, 
then takes place the great tribu- 
lation, a description of which you 
will find later on. At the close 
of the tribulation the Lord will 
return, bringing with Him His 
saintly members of His body, to 
begin His millennium reign. Then 
He will reveal Himself to the 
Jews. They will accept Him as 
their long-rejected Messiah. Then 
the millennium will begin; tl

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Devil will be cast into the bot- 
tomless pit for a thousand years; 
nations will be born in a day, 
through the missionary efforts of 
the Jews. 

The Jews have always been full 
of energy in business, as no other 
people, and when they become 
ambassadors for Christ there will 
be no lukewarmness or indiffer- 
ence. Either before or during the 
tribulation. the Jews will have 
been restored to the Holy Land, 
rebuilding their temple and re- 
storing the Jewish worship. Also 
during the tribulation the Anti- 
christ will come, most likely in 
the person of some great king. It 
is supposed that he will be a per- 
sonal incarnation of the Devil, 
just as Jesus was an incarnation 
of God. He will go to Jerusalem, 
and there. do great signs and 
wonders, by which he will so de- 
lude the chosen people that they 
will accept him as their Messiah, 
and pay him divine honors in the 
temple. It will be during this 
that Jesus will return and de- 
stroy him by the brightness of His 
coming. 

“And then shall that Wicked 
be revealed, whom the Lord shall 
consume with the spirit of his 
mouth, and shall destroy with the 
brightness of his coming: even 
him, whose coming is after the 
working of Satan with all power 
and signs and lying wonders.’— 
II Thess. 2:8, 9. 

In the Lord’s coming there are 
to be two distinct phases—His 
coming for the members: of His 
body, and revelation to them at 
the time of the rapture, or taking 
up into the air; and His coming 
with the members of His body, 
at the close of the tribulation, 
when He is revealed to the Jews 
and destroys the Antichrist. Over- 
looking these two phases has 
put some people in confusion 
about the order of events, just as 
the failure to distinguish between 
the prophecies pertaining to the 
first and second coming confused 
the Jews, who rejected Jesus, 
through what they supposed to 


be His failure to fulfill prophecy. 
Let us consider, in the first 
place, something of what it may 
mean to have a part in that meet- 
ing in the air: 

1. Well, the most glorious thing 
about it is that if we are there 
we shall be members of the body 
of Jesus Christ. It will mean that 
we are members of the royal 
family of the universe; that we 
are kings and princes who are to 
sit on the throne and reign with 
Jesus, and that we shall be-with 
Him forevermore, never to: be 
separated from Him again. And 
this will mean that we shall be 
the most exalted beings in all the 
universe, for who could be higher 
than the sons of God, or the 
bride of our Lord? In talking to 
men, God must of course use the 
language of men, but He can only 
put into our words just a little 
of what He would tell us. A very 
little looking into the matter, 
however, will show that He has 
used the most expressive words 
in our language to show how 
near and precious is to be our re- 
lationship to Him. In fact, He has 
used about all the words we have 
that could be used for that pur- 
pose, as “members of his body,” 
his “bride,” and “‘sons of God.” 


2. If we have a place in that 
meeting in the air, it will mean 
that we are like Christ, for “when 
he shall appear we shall be like 
him, for we shall see him as he 
is.’ The true child of God is al- 
ways longing to be like His Mas- 
ter, and this heart-yearning is the 
sure prophecy of what we shall 
then be. It will also mean that we 
Shall nevermore be _ separated 
from Him. The Devil will never 
again have power to separate us 
from Him for a single moment, 
and wherever He is, there shall 
we be also. The fact that Jesus 
is to be here during the millen- 
nium would be proof conclusive 
that we shall be here with Him; 
even if there were no other Scrip- 
ture for it. 


3. For some that meeting will 
mean that they reached it without 


‘| having to pass through death, for 


it is to be composed of those who 
have gone on before, and those 
who are still living at that time. 
Some who are born into this 
world are never to die, and we 
may hope to be of that elect num- 
ber. The Christian has no business 
to be looking for death. It is his 
right to hope to live forever, and 
instead of expecting to go to the 
grave, he should be looking for 
the coming of his Lord, and the 
meeting in the air. 

4. It will also mean that we 
shall then have bodies that will 
remain young forever. Pains and 
aches, gray hair, wrinkles and fee- 
bleness will never again be known. 
Listen to this: 

“Behold, I show you a mystery: 
we shall not all sleep [die], but 
we shall all be changed. In a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye, 
at the last trump, for the trumpet 
Shall sound, and the dead shall be 
raised incorruptible [no longer 
subject to age or decay|, and we 
shall be changed” [into his like- 
ness.|—I Cor. 15.51. 52. 

And it will come in the twink- 
ling of an eye—in a moment—and 
that moment will be what ail 
time was made for. In that mo- 
ment some will give up old age 
to be young forever. Others will 
go from beds of pain upon which 
they may have lain prostrate for 
years. Others, from the most 
grinding poverty, will spring to 
eternal wealth. Some will go from 
burdens from which they expect- 
ed no relief save death. From 
what tribulations and_ troubles 
and afflictions will not that mo- 
ment be a deliverance, and how 
the angels will begin to crowd 
the battlements of Heaven upon 
that glad meeting when they 
know it is about to come! In a 
moment! In the twinkling of an 
eye! 

“Come, Lord Jesus; come 
quickly,” ought to be the daily 
prayer of every Christian heart. 
And yet as we look about us now, 
and see how the Devil seems to 
be having his way as much as 
ever, it looks as if that great 
time would never come. But you 
can’t tell by appearances. An hour 
before the tidal wave comes there 
is nothing to indicate that it will 
ever come, Nobody dreamed of 
an earthquake ten minutes before 
San Francisco began to rock and 
tumble. 

Some time ago the president 
touched a golden key in the White 


House, and in a moment, in the 


twinkling of an eye, the acres of 
machinery at the great Seattle 
Exposition, on the other side of 
the country, were in motion, and 
countless flags began to fly in the 
breeze; and that’s the way the 
Lord will come, Just that quick! 
Quicker than a clock can tick! 
Quicker than lightning can flash! 
Ten minutes before the president 
touched the golden key it looked 
as if the machinery would never 
start, but when the right moment 
arrived it was going. “Therefore, 
be ye also ready, for in such an 
hour as ye think not the Son of 
Man cometh.” God’s clock is never 
behind the smallest fraction of a 
second. 

> If we have a part m that 
meeting, it will mean that we 
shall be here in this world with 
the Lord during the millennium— 
a thousand years—with the Devil 
chained and cast out—not a sa- 
loon, gambling hell or brothel in 
the world, and everything just as 
we want it. Hear this: 

“And cast him into the bottom- 
less pit, and shut him up, and set 
a seal upon him, that he should 
deceive the nations no more, till 
the thousand years should be ful- 
filled: and after that he must be 
loosed a little season. And I saw 
thrones, and they sat upon them, 
and judgment was. given’ unto 
them; and I saw the souls of them 
that were beheaded for the wit- 
né@ss of Jesus, and for the word of 
God, and which had not worship- 


neither had received his mark up- 
on their foreheads, or in their 
hands; and they lived and reigned 
with Christ a thousand years. But 
the rest of the dead‘ lived not 
again until the thousand years 
were finished. This is the first 
resurrection. Blessed and holy is 
he that hath part in the first 
resurrection: on such the second 
death hath no power, but they 
shall be priests of God and Christ, 
and shall reign with him a thou- 
sand years.”’—Rev. 20:3-6. 

6. To have part wm that meeting 
will be to meet those who have 
gone on before—fathers and moth- 
ers and other loved ones. Think 
of how glorious and blessed that 
will be, and there will doubtless 
be infinite surprises that the Lord 
will have in store for us. *‘For it 
hath not entered into the heart 
of man the things that the Lord 
hath prepared for them that love 
him.” 

7. Think of the delight of meet- 
ing and continuing with the other 
members of the Lord’s body, who 
will then be as dear to us as the 
apple of our own eye. 

Think of being intimate with 
Peter, James and John, Andrew, 
Philip and the others, and of hear- 
ing from them again and again 
all the incidents they witnessed in 
the life of Jesus. | 

Think ‘of being more intimate 
with Paul and Silas and Mark 
and Luke and Timothy, and the 
saints who were in Caesar’s house- 
hold, than we are with our very 
best friends now. 

Think of knowing Mary, the 
mother of Jesus, as Well as you 


ped the beast, neither his image, | 


know your own mother, and of 
having for intimate friends, Mar- 
tha and Mary and Lagarus of 
Bethany, and Mary Magdalene, 
and the unknown disciples who on 
the first Easter morning walked 
with their risen Lord on the way 
to Emmaus! 

Think of talking with Zaccheus 
and blind Bartimeus, the daughter 
of Jairus, and the wild man out 
of whom the legion of devils were 
cast. 

And the blind man_in the ninth 
chapter of John—how good.it will 
be to shake hands with him and 
tell him some of the good things 
we have so often thought about 
his courage. And Joseph of Ara- 
mathea, Nicodemus and the boy

the rest. How much we shall miss, 
if we miss that meeting in the 
air’. 

8. Think of how glorious it will 
be to live for a thousand years 
in this world with our blessed 
Master, and be closely associated 
with Him; with bodies that will 
mot wear out or grow old, always 
in perfect health, and with facul- 
ties for enjoyment a_ thousand 
times higher than Wwe _ possess 
mow, The millennium will be the 
greatest time ever known, for it 
will be the golden age of man. 
Poverty, sickness, war and pesti- 
lence will be unknown. There will 
be no Devil to cause human suf- 
fering and woe. 

Then think of the delight of 
coming back into this world, 
where we have had so much trou- 
ble and hardship and poverty and 
sickness, to live under such glor- 
ious circumstances. as will then 
prevail. 

A man told a friend of mine 
that when a boy, he footed it for 
nearly a hundred miles over the 
old National Road. It was in Au- 
gust, the weather hot and dusty, 
and the boy penniless, homeless 
and disheartened. He had on a 
pair of cowhide shoes, and his feet 
became so sore that over much 
of the way he could only hobble 
along in great pain. A little while 
ago he went over the same road 
in an elegant automobile, and he 
never so enjoyed a ride in his life. 
The weather was fine and he had 
nothing to do but sit there and 
drink in the beauty of the day, 
and think of how much better off 
he was than when he went limp- 
ing over that same road, a poor, 
helpless, sore-footed boy.

9, It will also mean to be rich- 
ly rewarded for all we have ever 
done or suffered for the Lord. 
Near the close of his hard and 
strenuous: life Paul said: 

“Henceforth there is laid up 
for me a crown of righteousness, 
which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give me at that day; 
and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appear- 
ing.”’-——II Tim. 4:8. 

Here are other verses showing 
there is to be a reward: 

“And when the Chief Shepherd 
shall appear ye -shall receive a 
crown of glory that fadeth not 
away.’—I Pet. 5:4. 

“And behold, I come quickly; 
and my reward is with me to give 
every man according as his works 
shall be.’—Rev. 22:12. - 

10. If we have a part in that 
meeting we shall escape the great 
tribulation which is to come upon 
all the earth as soon as the mem- 
bers of the body of Christ are 
taken out of the world. The body 
of Christ is now the salt of the 
earth and the light of the world. 
It is the army with which God 
now holds in check the principali- 
ties and powers of evil. It is 
therefore evident that when this 
army is taken out of the world, 
the Devil will have unhindered 
sway, and will immediately begin 
to make this world as much like 


Hell as he-wants it to be. In 
speaking of this awful time, Jesus 
said: 3 


“Then shall the great tribula- 
tion, such as was not since the 
beginning of the world to this 
time, no, nor ever shall be, And 
except those days should be short- 
ened, there shall no flesh be 
saved: but for the elect’s sake 
those days shall be shortened.”’— 
Matt. 24:21, 22. 

And here is what Daniel says 
of it: 

“And there shall be a time of 
trouble such as never was since 
there was a nation even to that 
time, and at that time thy people 
shall be delivered (members of the 
Lord’s body), every one that shall 
be found written in the Book.’”— 
Dan, 12:1. 

Human imagination is incapable 


of picturing the awfulness of this 
great tribulation, that is surely 
coming on the world, and may be- 
gin this very day—yes even this 
very hour! Think of it! It is to be 
the worst time the world has ever 
known or ever will know. A worse 
time than the flood; a worse time 
than the bondage of Egypt, and a 
worse time than the destruction 
of Jerusalem, when women and 
children were torn in pieces, and 
the very name of mercy was un- 
known.

Well, the only 
thing that can surely save you 
from it is to have a part in that 
meeting in the air, for no others 
who are living at that time can 
escape it, and that awful time 
may be upon us within the next

Everything he can 
do that will add to human woe 
will certainly be .done, Govern- 
ments will go to pieces, and there 
will be no security of life and. 
property. A man may be a mil- 
lionaire one day and a beggar 
the next. A very chaos of crime 
and outrage of every kind will be 
turned loose. God will let the 
world and the universe see for a 
time what it will mean to live 
under the Devil’s rule, and will 
let those who pass through the 
tribulation see that the good they 
so long enjoyed was because of 
the presence of the good. Some 
of you people who throw your 
votes and influence in favor of 
whiskey and all kinds of hellish- 
ness that go with it may live to 
find out in the bitterness of the 
tribulation just what is meant by 
sowing the wind and reaping the 
whirlwind. 

It is supposed that the tribula- 
tion will cover a period of seven 
years, God in His mercy will make 
it as short as possible. That the 
real church ‘of God, believers, 
members of the body of Christ, 
are to be taken out of the world 
before the world is saved, is as 
clearly taught in the Bible as that 
through the atonement made by 
Christ man may have salvation 
from sin. 

What will it mean to the world? 
Every believer will be instantly 
taken out of the world; homes 
will be rent in twain, husbands 
will be robbed of godly wives, 
children-will be taken out of the 
world and those left behind will 
wring their hands in grief. No 
doubt newspapers will print ex- 
tra editions. Universal consterna- 
tion will reign. The world will 
neither see the Lord, neither will 
they see their loved ones go. 
Those who have died in the faith 
will be raised.

There is nothing more clearly 
declared in the Bible than that 
Christ will come and reign on 
earth during the millennium, 


when all will be restored that was 


lost by the fall. Then, and only 
then, will God’s will be done on 
earth as it is in Heaven. The 
scribes and pharisees thought that 
business was going to be endan- 
gered by Christ’s first coming.

At the close of the millennium 
reign of Christ the Devil will be 
loosed out of the pit for a season, 
and look for the first time upon 
a world without sin. He will 
tempt people. They will be as 
foolish as now and yield to his 
lies and subtlety. He will gather 
his host and come against the 
saints to battle. Fire will fall from 
Heaven and consume them. Then 
takes place the resurrection of 
the wicked dead. Then the judg- 
ment of the great white throne, 
with Christ to judge. 


There is this about it, however: 
We are living nearer to it than 
anybody ever lived before, and 
when it does come, it is going to 
come in a moment—in the twink- 
ling of an eye—and the only safe 
course for us to pursue is to be 
ready for the Bridegroom when 
He comes. 


“Take ye heed, watch and pray, 
for ye know not when the time 
is. For the Son of Man is as a 
man taking a far journey, who 
left his house..and gave authority 
to his servants, and to every man 
his work, and commanded, *’'the 
porter to watch. Watch ye,:there- 


master of the house cometh, at 
even, or at midnight, or at the 
cock-crowing, or in the morning; 
lest coming suddenly he find you 
sleeping. And what I say unto you, 
I say unto all, watch.”—Mark 
13 333-360; ” 

We are not told, when Jesus 
will come, but we are told that 
His coming is sure, and we are 
charged to watch for it. How it 
would affect our lives, and make 
hard things easy to bear, if we 
would only do this, and always 
be doing this. Don’t you know 
how eagerly you get ready for 
company that you love, when you 
receive a telegram saying that 
they are surely coming? How you 
clean house and want to have ev- 
erything in the very best of order! 
If we were continually looking for 
the coming of Jesus we would be 


as careful to keep our lives as 


clean as you would be to have 
your homes clean if you were ex- 
necting company. The certainty of 
His coming would also be a con- 
stant source of comfort and in- 
spiration to us, if we believed it 
to be near. | 

“The Lord does not come to the 
world at the time of the rapture, 
but only reveals Himself to the 
members of His body. At the time 
of His resurrection He was only 
seen by those who believed on 
Him. Pilate and the high priest, 
and those who crucified Him, did 
not know that He was risen. So it 
will be at the time of the rap- 
ture. The world will not know 
that He has been here, and will 
have no knowledge of Him, until 
He comes with the members of 
His body, at the close of the trib- 
ulation. 


What an awful thing then, to 
have the glorious privilege of liv- 
ing in this dispensation, with all 
that it means, and miss getting 
into the body of Christ by refus- 
ing to become a Christian. The 
preacher owes it to his people to 
look into these things, that he 
may show them their great privi- 
lege, and warn them of the awful 
things that may come upon them, 
if they miss their chance and have 
to go through the great tribula- 
tion. The preacher who has never 
qualified himself to preach a ser- 
mon on the sure and certain com- 
ing of his Master, will have to 
answer for an awful breach of 
trust when he stands before Him. 


Our fleet of battleships made 
its remarkable trip around the 
Horn and around the world, and 
again dropped anchor at home on 
schedule time, almost to the min- 
ute, in spite of storm and the 
fickleness of wind and wave; and 
if the calculations of men can be

His purpose for redemption would 
be so delayed or nearly wrecked 
that it would almost have to be 
abandoned. Do not think it for 
a moment. God’s purpose can no 
more be kept back a minute than 
the heavenly bodies can be de- 
layed a minute. In redemption 
God is working by the clock as 
surely as in creation, and His 
chariot of salvation is not marked 
late a single minute.
